One excuse was that immigration had nat 
urally flowed to the States, where there 
were better railway facilities and 
Attractions, but that the past year or two 
the tide had turned and emigration, not 
only from Europsbut also trom Of 
the other eastern provinces was b 
Verted to our own northwest and tha 
after the number who would go from 
Canada to the States would become less 
everyyear. Patnotic Canadians hoped 
that this wos the truth, that our young 
men who sought larger opportunities would 
seek them in our own magnificent unde 
veloped territory, but the simple facts 
show tha these hopes are not being real: 
ized, and from all reports it 1s safe to aver 
that never in our history were such numer 
bers of Canadiina emigrating to the States 
as are going this season, From all parte 
of Canada peopleare flocking to Unole 
Sam's territory in car loads. The stam: 
pede of especially the French Oanadians 
acroas the Border ja something remarkable, 
Rey. Abbe Dugas, of Montreal, says of it: 
“[t is useless lo deceive ourselves. We 
may boast as much as we wish of the pros- 
perity of Canada. The truth.is that the tide 
of emigration towards the United States 
has never been so great as at the 
present moment,” — This Statement 
ve borne out by the Grand Trunk author- 
ities, who say that for the past two 
months they haye carried on average one 
thousand Canadian emigrants a week to 
the States. Massachusett’s state record 
shows that last year 24,000 Canadians 
settled in that State alone. 

Reports from the Maritime Provinces 
show that from that part of the Dominion 
also thousands of Canadians are docking 
to the States ;anditis within the per- 
sonal cognizance ofevery observer that: 
from our own district a similar moyement 
is going on, From all partsof this and 
adjoining counties scores of people, espec- 
ially young men are crossing the borders. 
In Kingaton fifteen young men left in one 
day last week, The American Consul of 
that place says thatof late two families per 
day have been ieaving that city for the 
States. This will represent about ten 
persons a day, and doesnot ino:nde the 
scores of young men who go without 
household goods, and’ who therefore xo 
without his knowledge. The Detroit 
1 News makes the following statement ; 

“The last statecensus of Michigan shows 
that of the ‘occupied ciass' of its people 
there were 72.910 of the male gender who 
acknowledged the present British prov- 
inces of North America as their native 
land, and who were above 21 years of age 
Besides this respectable number from 
which to make yoters ther® were also by 
the same census 34,766 males of the na- 
tivity aforesaid, who were 16 years old and 
who are now of voting age. Immigration 
has not ceased for the last eight years, 
and itis safe to say, that making due 
allowance for all who have paid the debt 
of nature, there are now over 125,000 
voters in the state of ;Michigan who are 
natives of the present Brit- 
ish provinces of North A nerica.” 

H6w mournfully significant those 
figures are | © And what is true of Michi- 
gan is true of Illinois and Dakota and half 
a dozen obher States. 

What will the end be? Ifthe ever in- 
creasing outflow coninues there will soon 
be as many Canadians in the States as in 
_ Canada, and annexation of our population 
| if oot of our territory will be an accom- 
| plished fact, 

Itis idle to say thas the govern- 
mentis entirely responsible for a large 
part of it. It is sign‘ficant that this rush 
to the States, which had become some- 
what léssentd the last two years, 
is setting in with unprecedented 
vigor this season, just after 
the Government had announced that there 
was no possibilityof securing reciprocity. 
Every effect has its cause, and there can 
be nodoubt that the deliberate deter- 
mination of the ministry that Canada 
should remain cut off trom all the rest of 
the world, has been the chief actuating 
cause of this numerous emigration, What 
hope for a country with a small population 
in which the value of “everything produc- 
ed is lessened by isolation from our best 
market and {the Government of Swhich 
enhares the price of all that the farmers 
and laborers have to purchase by refusing 
to lower the duties even on Briash goods, 
and le,islates solely in the interests of the 
monopolists ? 

Nor is this all. The whole attitude of 
the Government towards immigrants seems 
repellant, They spend $150,000 a year on 
immigration, most of which goes into the 

ocketa of officials and other 

favorites ; and when a few emigrants 
have been induced to come 
| to Canada they are so treated that none of 

their friends are likely to follow them. It 
| 1s only a few days ago that all Canada was 
disgusted to hear that a large body of 
emigrants who wentto the Northwest 
found no accomodations at their journey's 
end, no officials to help them locate their 
farms, nothing provided for their comfort 
or convenience, and that but for the gen- 
erosity of the C. P. R. Co. hundreds would 
have been obliged to sleep on the ground 
with nothing but the sky for their canopy. 

But 
what better can be expected? How can 
| the government look Sher the welfare of 

the country when their whole time is 
occupied in excusing boodlers, in discharg-

Wright v. Collier—Judgment on apr 


of the Chancery Divisional Court which 
affirmed the judgment for the plaintiff 
pronounced by Rose, J ,at the trial ab Pic- 
ton, 1891. The action was brought to re- 
cover $2,000 damages resulting to the 
plaintiff froma collision on the bay of 
Quinte between the plaintiff's schooner 
Two Brothers and the dereadanes steamer 
Reindeer, the accident having been caus- 
ed (as the plaihtiffalleged and as the trial 
judge found) by the negligence of the 
master of the steamboat. In ariiving at 
this conclusion Rose, J., availed himself 
of the consent of the parties to consult 
two marines of experience, and in his judg- 
ment he expressly adopted the conclusions 
of these experts as to the defendants’ ner- 
ligence, The appellants contended that 
the course wasirregular under the practice: 
that their ccnsent didnot extend to such a 
proceeding ; and that they are entitled to 
the independant judgment of the judge 
himself, especially as the experta did not 
hear all the evidence nor view the locus in 
quo, They also urge that the evidence 
failed to show negligence on their part ; 
th.t there was at least contributory negli- 
genceonthe part of their respondanta, and 
that the Divisional Court was at all events 
in error in refusing a new trial, The 
court held that the course adopted by 
Rose. J., was irregular and that the 
judgment should be set aside. Appeal 
allowed with costs. No costs of abortive 
trial. ©, J. Hulman and John English 
(Napanee) for the appellants.

A Vegetable Compass, 

The compass plant grows in tho prairies 
of Western North America, ond, as ite 
namo indicates, is of great value to the 
wanderer, It {sa dwarf varloty of the 
osler, is peronnial, attaina usually a height 
of throe foot six inches, and has head of 
yellow flowers. The help it rendors the 
travellor arises from the fact that the long 
leaves at the basa of the stom, which are 
laced, not flat as in plants genoralfy, but 
ina vorticnl position, present their edges 
north and south. The peoullar propensity 
of the folinge of this plant is attributed to 
the fact that both surfaces of its leaves dis- 
play an equal secene rity for light. All the 
other known varieties of its class aro char- 
acterized by the:presence on tho lower gur- 
face of their leaves of from twice to thrice 
as many respiratory vesnols as are contained 
on tho upper surface, which is therefore the 
| most sensitive of the two to the influence of 
light. Bot both surfaces of the compass 
plant are clothed alike, with an opidermia

| thom to require an equal distribution of

Tho Bi For Incorporation Passes the 
Banking Committee At Ottawa, 


Orrawa, May 19.—The Committee on 
Banking and Commerce this morning re- 
ores the bill for the incorporation of the 

minion Millers’ Association. 

The objects of the association are stated 
to be tho extension of tho Canadian flour 
market in Europe, the obtaining of cheaper 
rates of shipment and bringing improved 
machinery within the reach of fiom Bors of 
the nssociation. 

The formation of a tracing bureau slinilar 
to that in the States is also provided for, 

Several of the members of the committes 
thought the effect of the passage of the bill 
might be to raise the price of flour. 
Accordingly a clause was added to the bill 
declaring tho association was not om- 
powered to engage in the business of buying 
or selling as a trade organization. Any 
attompt to fix or try to tx the price of 
flour is prohibited. 

The headquarters of tho association are 
to be at Toronto. 

The clause empowerlng the organization 
to hold roal estate to the value of $10,000 
yoarly was amended so as to make the 
amount $5000,

in this world, speak the name of God or 
Christ. Many a deaf mute have I seen 
with the angel of intelligence seated at tho 
window of the eye, who never ne forth 
trom the door of the mouth, What amira- 
cle of loveliness and knowledge was Laura 
Bridgman, of Now Hampshiro, not ouly 
without faculty of spocch, but without 
hoaring and withcut sight, all thoso faculties 
romoved by sicknoss when two yours of age, 
yot, becoming a wonder at needle work, at 
the piano, at the sowing machine, and an 
intelligent student of the Scriptures, and 
confounding ile elie who came from 
all parts of the world to study the phonome- 
non. ‘Thanks to Christanity for what it 
has done for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the deaf and the dumb. Back in 
the ages, they were put to death as hav- 
ing no right, with such pauvity of equip- 
ment, to live, and for conturies they were 
classed among the idiotic and unsafo, 
But in the 16th century camo Pedro 
once, the Spanish monk ; and in tho 17th 
century came Jnan Pablo Bonet, another 
Spanish monk, with dactylology or the fin- 
gor alphabet, and in our own century we 
have had John Braidwood and Des, Mitchell 
and Ackerly aud Poct and Gallaudet, who 
have given to uncounted thousands of those 
whose tongues were forever silont the 
power to spell ont on tho air by & manua) 
alphabet their thoughts about this world 
and their hopes for the noxt.

But sometimes silenco 
is a crime and the direct result of the bale- 
fal influence of the dumb devil of our toxt.

Until quite recently this was about the 

only fish that was grown in ponds, As it 
thrives in any kind of water, it is very prolitic, 
and makes a rapid growth, the quality of 
tho moat comparing quite favorably with 
most of our fish, eign oulturi 
perimonting with other varieties 
ticating thom, but at present none are so 
popular and protitable as the carp, Many 
conturies ago the carp is said to have been 
introduced into Kurope from Contral Asia 
or Persia, They aro moutioned by Arie 
totle 850 years before Christ, I Pliny 560 
year after Christ. Tho large: land tish- 
eries of Europe are the carp fishories, sim- 
ply because the carp, of ull tish, is the most 
excellent pond fish known to the world. 
Carp are said to have been introduced into 
Austria in 1227, in England 1500, in France 
1525, and in Denmark 1660, The first 
carp ever brought to America was in 
1880, when Captain Henry Robinson 
brought some from Holland and placed 
them in hia ponds at Newbury, N. Y. 
From those ponds they cacaped into the 
Hudson River, dostroying every chance of 
ractival results from his effort. The next 
importation was in 1872, when Mr. J, A. 
Pa ype, of Souoma, California, made a trip ° 
to irae and returning from Germany, aa 
‘ matter of private enterprise and speécula- 
tiop, brought carp home with him. On the 
5th day of August, 1872, five tiny carp 
were, with much solemnity and many mis- 
ivings, planted in md. On. the fol 
jowing May the original five measured 10 
inchos cach and there were about three 
thousand of their progeny. Though it 
looked like a speculative funeral on the day 
that Mr. Pappe planted his five fingerling 
carp, yet it waa tho birth of a bonanza o 
which the farmers of the United States are 
reaping the benefit, and car Canadian 
farmers are only awakening to their own 
interests in thia direction. The success of 
this venture probably had its effect on the 
National Fish Commission of the United 
States and contributed to the formation of 
their purpose to bring carp to that country, 
which thoy did in 1877. In the fall of 1879 
278 applicants from 24 states were supplied. 
The foltowing year the applicants had in- 
ereasod to 1,374. It is now catimated that 
thero are nearly 1,000,000 carp ponds in the 
United States alone, though a new 
industry it developed with Yankee ingenn- 
ity.

Hon. 1. B. W, Steedman, in 1884, the chafr- 
man of the Missouri Fish Commission, says 
that the Scale carp in the State ponds at 
St. Louis reached » woight of eight pounds 
in two years. Those who want more growth 
than that are hard to satiafy. 

The Mirror carp is bat partly covered 
with scales, which are sheeny and bright 
and beautitul, reflecting the light in gor- 
geous tints and colors, and from this pecu- 
larity of tho acales it obtained its fanciful 
and thoroughly descriptive name. ‘Thess 
scalos aro irregular both in size and shape, 
and are scattered along the back and the 
aides ot the belly from gills to tail, and on 
cithor side is a row of largo and beautiful 
scales, 

Tho Leather carp differs only from tho 
Mirror in not 


having the 
row of large 
scales on the 


sides. I am 
also growing 
speckled trout 
which, of 
course, require 
spring water and cannot therefore be grown 
by every one. | 

Blue cat fish, a now varicty,also prominca | 
to bo ono of the leading pond fish. They re 
semble our common cat fish in 
Appearance, being somewhat bluor, bat 
they get much larger, about the sizo of 
our channel cat fish, their flesh is white and 
of an extra quality. Some may think they 
aro ouly the channel cat, but euch is not the 
paso, an thoy will not propagate in 9 small 
pond, while the blpo cat fish will, and 
spawn when only one year old in im 
menso quantities, Thoy protect thoir 
spawn and young uvtil they can care for 
themeclves, It is o grand ight to see 
thousands of these little fellowa ia chargo 
of a parent moving about in search of food, 
Tho blue cat hah and carp will thrive to 
gether inthe same pond. I have had them 
together for the past few yeara and thoy 
are doing well With the carp each vario 
ty must be kopt separate or they becomo 
mixed, especially if they are intended for 
stocking purposes. 

T boliove that if every 100-ncre farm had

aide the bed of the watercourse and beyond 
the reach of tho overilow About one 
half of the pond should be from nothin, 
to eighteon inches deop, one, quarter o} 
the pond from  cighteon inches to 
three feet doop, and the othor quarter 
‘om threo to six feot deep, and deoper 
would be better ; that gives the fish warm 
water in the winter Be wool water to re+ 
treat to in Oxcossive heat, 

When ponds aro thickly stocked it te 
nocessary to resort to artificial feoding, and 
the carp are not at all particular what you 
give them; thoy remit devour any kind 
of grain—which wo usually boil—boiled 
Batatcets and neat, which sliould be chopped 

ne, Thoy spawn in immense quantities, 
depending upon the temperature of the 
water during May, Juno and July. [bo 
lieve the carp is the most intelligont of the 
fishos,as he soon leari no when eallod 
to his meals, L of a bell, whiatl- 
in, shy,” “hahy.” My ponds 
afford me such au cadless amount of pleas. 
ure, to say nothing of tho profit, that 1 
would not wish todo without them if the 
coat of construction was twice 9a much 
Much more might bo writton.

| Yery good reagon that in Wyclif's tinie 

printing was unknown; and before Biblos 
wero printed in any country Wyclif's trans- 
lation was superseded by other and more 
acourate versions. It is surely canes 
criticiam to argue that the Dutch wore in 
advance of the English because the English 
did not have printed Biblea boforo the art 
of printing was invented. It is also true 
that the English people did not have Wy- 
clif's Bible in their homes, That was true 
of every other people under the sun, The 
poor people of Holland could no more afford 
to have costly manuscripts in their houses 
than could the poor people in Kogland. We 
do not see that the superiority of Holland 
in establishod by proving that the English 
people were in the same position in this ro- 
spect with all other peoples, 

But it is absolutely untrue that the Eng- 
lish yorsion of tho Bible was in any senso of 
tho word q sealed book, or even a raro 
book, among the English Ponple, There 
was no parish church without a Bible opon 
to all-who wished to consult it, ‘here waa 
no monastery where a {reo achool was not 
open to all who desired to Tearn, Version 
after version of the Bible, or parts of the 
Bible, was rendered into the vernacular, 
from the time of Bede down to the date of 
King Jamoa's Bible. Aidan, Bishop of Lin- 
disfarne ; Cedmon, of Whitby; frith, 
Bishop of Lindisfarne; Bede and Kin, 
Alfred, are said to have translated, 
the wholo or parts of the  Serip- 
torer, Part of  paalter, translated hy 
Aldhetm, Bishop of Sherborne, is still 
in oxistenco, Copies of the Heptateuch, 
or first seven books of the Biblo, are atill in 
existenve, The translation was mado by 
Elfric, Archbishop of Canterbury, about 
the year 1,000, Cranmer says tho Bible 
was “translated and read in the Saxons’ 
tongue, which at that time was our mother 
tongue.” Sir Thomas Moore save ‘the 
whole Bible was, long before Wyclit’s days, 
by virtuous aud well-learned men translated 
into the English tongue, and by good and 
godly people with devotion and soberness 
well and reverently read.” Foxe, author of 
of the Book of Martyrs, says; “If histor- 
ians bo woll oxamined, wo shall find, both 
before the conquest and after, as well before 
John Wyclif was born as since, the whole 
body of Scriptures by sundry men trans- 
lated ito our country tongue.” 

These copies were made in great num- 
bers. Cranmer says that in his days 
“many copies” of these old English Bibles 
remained, Weare notin a position to say 
how many copies of Wyelif’s Bible were 
written. But that great reformer gent his 
proaching friars through the Jength and 
Preadth of England, with the English Bible 

‘jin their hands, and there is not a doubt 
that the sacred Scriptures were as familiar 
to Englishmen in that day as they are to 

Englishmen of our day te is probable, but 

not cortain, that Pi « Bible was a more 

rovisionof Wyclif's, tacoma to have been 
in common use, So many copies of it 
were mado that it must have been scattered 
throughoutthe whole country. Notwith- 
standing the ravages of time and ciyil dis- 
turbances, »ut 150 copios of it are atill in 
oxistonce, all of which appear to have been 

written before 1430. 

It is not to our Rieeat purpose to show 
how or when Wyelif formed his opinions in 
opposition to the temporal power of the 
Pope and the interforence of the clergy in 
socular affairs; but we may just notice in 
passing that tho statement of Mr. Gritlis in 
that respect is incorrect. Wyclif's Deter- 
miniatio Quwdam de Dominio, in which he 
opposed the paying of tribute to the Pope, 

! was written in 1366, and other writings of 
like nature followed in rapid succession, 
while he was not sont to Bruges till 1274. 

It is true onough the printed Bibles in 
Dutch were circulated in Holland before 
ninted English Bibles were circulated in 
i; land. The fact is not to the discredit 
of England, as Mr, Griffis intimates, but to 
her credit, Manuscript Bibles so fully sup- 

lied the demand that the need for printed

human life, it the Bible is to be a success. 
ful book {t must be adapted to the young, 
Hence tho prosody of the Biblo—tho drama 
of Job, tho pastoral of Ruth, tho oplc of 
Judges, the dithyrambio of Habakkuk, the 
threnody of Jeremiah, tho lyric of Solomon's 
Bong, tho oratorio of the Apocalpso, the 
idy!, the strope, the antistrophe, and the 
Selah of the Psalms, 

Wherever you find this word Solah, tt 
moans that you are to rouse up to great 
stanza, that you are to open your soul to 
gront analogioa, that you are to spread the 
wings of your imagination for great Might,
